Taierchwang, which formerly was only a small Shan- 
tung town composed of yellow mud huts boasting 
a city wall and railway station, a town of no 
particular renown and a fortnight ago hardly 
known by name even to most Chinese, let alone 
Japanese or foreigners, has now suddenly become 
a sort of mythical symbol. 


Taierchwang has little strategic significance, and 
from the military point of view it to-day is 
without value, reduced as it is to little more 
than a shambles of human corpses and smoul- 
dering debris. '

DRIVING FORCE 

The Senator said that the Bill, 
instead of defining Snflation as 
an inevitable evil to be resorted 
to but momentarily, was regarded 
asthe driving force of the 
Government action, 

“Admittedly the Government 
itself emphasises the perilous 
and artificial character of in- 
flatton, but it docs not draw the 


necessary conclusions from this 
admission. 


INFLATION MUST BE FOUGHT 


“Inflation must be fought and 
mustered, Through inerease in 
production, through a spirit of 
sacrifice und = through the co- 
operation of the whole nation the 
common needs must be adjusted 
fo existing possibilities. 

“There ia nothing whatever in 
the speech about the general 
spirit of sacrifice needed.” 

Senator Gardey demanded that 
all classes in France be required 
to bear theiy part of the general 
sacrifice of the nation, each accor- 
dings to his means and possibili- 


ties. 
- A DAGGER 

“But M. Blum’s Bill thrusts a 
dagger into the heart of the na- 
tion, If it should. be necessary 
to aceept certain restrictions of 
‘the principles hitherto sacred to 
the nation, and if for a certain 
time It should be necessary to sub- 
mit to the austerity of wartime 
conditions of life, the French 
people will have the courage to 
meet the situation, but only in 
the interests of the general pub- 
lic good and not to further cer- 
tain idenlogical ends.” 

The Senate ignored an effort by 
a Soclal-Democrat Senator to re- 
ply to this speech, and — tension 
rose to the maximum when the 
Premier himself rose to speak. 

FINANCIAL STRINGENCY 

M. Blum anid: “The Govern- 
ment’s Bill is by no means 4 fic- 
tion of imagination.

Throughout October 
spasmodic bombing con- 
tinued and by the end of 
the month the total ‘ of 
raids over Nanking, 
since the commence- 
ment of hostilities, ex- 
ceeded 60. 


During all this period, the 
Chinene commercial population 
watched the attitude of the for- 
cign residents and tended to judge 
of the progress of the war from 
what they read into their move- 
ments. One foreign business man, 
who controfled a large upcountry 
organisation, maintained that his 
wife’s continued residence in Nan- 
king inspired his agents with 
auch confidence, that they continu- 
ed to do business and to remit 
funds, so that he estimated her 
presenes was worth several lakhs 
to the firm by whom he was em- 
ployed. 


After the first panics of August, 
confidence had tended to return, 
but had again been badly shaken 
by the hurried embarkations on 
September 21st, following on Ad- 
miral Hasegawa's warning of the 
preceding day. 


October Return 


Whether because they grew 
tired of the discomforts of a buco- 
lic existance, or the expense, oF 
whether it was because they found 
that the part of the town in which 
they used to live had escaped the 
attention of the enemy bombers, 
it was a fact that many Chinese, 
who had left Nanking in August 
for safer places, returned in Octo- 
ber, and many of the shops which 
had closed their doors reopened. 


The question of provisions be- 
came easier again, and some en- 
terprising compradorcs even re- 
placed exhausted stocks by rail- 
way from Tsingtao, or by motor 
truck from Shanghai, though to 
cover the risk of loss en route they 
found it necessary to raise their 
prices from two to three times. 
Butter was a problem, until we 
discovered that, while the number 
of milk consumers had fallen off 
heavily, the number of cows had 
remained static, and the surplus 
of: cream, thus available produced 
excellent fresh butter, at a cost 
round $6 per Ib. 


‘ Cosmopolitan 
Fellowship 


‘To attend one of the Saturday 
night dinners, organised at this 
time at the Internationnl Club by 
a genial secretary of the British 
Embassy, was really an experience 
in cosmopolitan fellowship. In ad- 
dition to leading Chinese officials, 


there would be present persons in 
a great, variety of walks in Hfe 
and of a dozen different nationall- 
ties,

A PRESCRIPTION 


if one is timid about paring 
the corn, it is” hest to soak as 
above in the soda-wnter for a few 
nights, and apply the following 
prescription: 30 yrains each of 
valieylie and lacti acids, half 
a dram alcohol, and an ounce of 
collodion, This should be painted 
on every night.

INGROWING T NAIL 


An ingrowin toenail can be 
even more painful than a corn. It 
also is caused by sinful eramp- 
ing of the toc in an improper 
fitting of the shoe. [tis aggraval- 
ed by the practice of cutting the 
nails shor ly at the 
corner, The consequence in that ~ 
the sharp rer thus formed, 
projects into the tender Mesh. In 
a short while a mild chronic in- 
fection supervenes, and partial 
crippling is the result. An in- 
growing toe-nail is moxt common 
on the inner side of ihe bis toe. 

The first thing in trentment is 
to reduce the infection, Bathe 
every evening with any wenk ane 
tineptie and dust with boracic 
acid in the daytime, Thia makes 
it less painful, and a very thin 
wisp of cottonwool or & shred of 
yauze can be pushed down be- 
tween the nail and the flesh each 
day and worn constantly, When 
the sharp angle grows. UP level 
with the end of the toe most of 
the pain will be relieved, It is im- 
portant that the nail should al- 
ways be cut straight across, 

This treatment will relieve or 
cure moderate and mild cases, 
but severe cases will need a surgi- 
cal operation.

Here we have & Pacifist, pre- 
sumably on Englishman, who ap- 
pears to have become an, expert 
in throwing mud at his country 
and countrymen,

He docs not stop to consider 
how Germany lost them, whether 
they were lost in a falr fight for- 
ced on us when we were certainly 
not expecting it in 1914, or stolen 
when no one was, looking. 


This spoon-fed propaganda 
about thelr right to Colonies, is 
taught in all German schools, and 
their country is poor, 80 they are 
told, for lack of same. 


Has Pacifist stopped to think 
that Germany had so few Colon- 
ists in hor possessions, that three 
vessels like the “Queen Mary” 
could have carried them back te 
Germany without overcrowding ;

Pacifist takes off his hat to 
Chamberlain because,—and right- 
ly. s0,—our Prime Minister wishes 
to keep Britain out of war. 

Supposing however, he _ had 
swallowed the distorted principles 
of Pacifism, and had disbanded 
the Forces of the Crown, includ- 
ing our Navy, that, I suppose, ac- 
cording to your correspondent’s 
argument, would have been the 
sublimo wish of . Pacifists and 
their kind, which’ would have in- 
vited open invasion’ not only to 
Britain, but to tho wholo Empire.

London, Yesterday. 


Having enumerated effects of-the new Empire 
telegraph rates announced to-day. the “Daily 
. Telegraph,” in a leader, remarks that as. re- 
gards press rates, considerable’ concessions 
‘are to be made in conforming the cable rate 


to the wireless rate where the latter is lower. 

FOR THE PRESENT, HOWEVER, THE DEMAND URGED BY 
THE EMPIRE PRESS. UNION FOR A LOWER RATE ON 
EXCESS TRAFFIC BEYOND A CERTAIN VOLUME, HAS 
NOT FOUND SATISFACTION. 


This is to be regretted because 
at a time when the diffusio. of 
foreign propaganda ia so active, 
it is especially important that 
transmission of strajght newa be- 
tween distant parts of the Em- 
pire should not be too severely 
reatricted by cost. 

The demand really transcends 
merely commercial considerations 
and it In at leagt a satisfaction 
to know that examination of the 
case is proceeding with a desire 
to find ao solution. 

COMPLEX AND COURAGEOUS 

The acheme Is not based on the 
assumption that it will imme- 
diately pay its own'’way. The 
financial arrangements ‘are both 
complex and, in surrendering the 
large annual revenue, courageous, 

The British Government is giv- 
ing up smaller sources of income, 
and Cable and*Wireless are mak- 
ing certain Immediate sacrifices 
but are being given a lengthened 
tenure, 

The official ‘announcement em- 
phasises the great importance 
alike on political, commercial and 
strategic grounds of maintaining 
intact the system of Imperial 
communications, and one may 
perhaps particularise the sub- 
marine cables which preserve in 
war and peace the secrecy of 
confidential messages.—Reuter, 

FIRST CLASS 
London, Yesterday. 

The new Empire cable scheme 
has a good press. The “News 
Chronicle,” welcoming it, 
there is the same justification for 
the flat rate cable charge as for 
‘uniform postage rates all over 
the Empire, 

The “Daily Express” says the 
plan is first clas, The cut rates 
will help business and will keep 
efficient a vital service, for, in an 
emergency, the cable is as im- 
portant to the Empire os a trench 
phone in to headquarters in the 


field. 
A REVOLUTION 

Tho “Financial News” says the 
scheme is. bold and achieves 
something very like a rovolution 
in {nter-Imperlal communications. 
Besides reducing rates it achteves 
standardisation and simplicity. 

From the viewpoint of the 
trader, the public and the Empire 
itself, the change is very wel- 
come, but from the — financial 
viowpoint it must bo admitted it 
is something of a gamble. 

BULK OF COST 

The bulk of the cost will bo 
borne by Cable and Wireless 
Limited. This represents a very 
serious burden upon the Com- 
pany’s net revenue, The whole
